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CSNS 17th Convention 


The Central States Numismatic Society which was founded in 1939, is 
celebrating its Diamond Jubilee “A Dazzling 75 Years” in 2014. Penny roller 
Raymond W. Dillard, a longtime feature of Central States shows, designed 
the winning entry for the Society’s 75to Anniversary Medal. The central 
4 element of the design shows a diamond superimposed on the obverse of a 
4A Saint-Gaudens double eagle. The legends: CENTRAL STATES NUMISMATIC 
~ 4} SOCIETY / DIAMOND JUBILEE / 1939-2014 / A DAZZLING / 75 YEARS 
#/ surround the double eagle. Dillard’s initials - RWD - will be placed below the 
design. The medal, which will be offered for sale in 2014, will have the 
CSNS 13-state map logo on the reverse. In announcing the contest winner 
at the 74th Anniversary Convention awards breakfast, CSNS President 
James Moores said, “It’s truly reflective of our 75th year - our diamond 
year.” CSNS Gov. Don Young chaired the design committee. He said 15 
designs were submitted. The winning entry was chosen with the help of the 
Token and Medal Society, Young said. Dillard will receive a special striking 
of the medal - a silver version with the number OOO. No other medals will 





to 250 silver and 75 bronze medals. 


The first CSNS convention was held in 1942. The year 1959 found the 
Central States 17th Anniversary Convention in Kansas City, Missouri, for the 
first time ever. The setting was the Hotel Muehlebach, April 24-26. The host 
club, Heart of America Numismatic Association, celebrated its silver 
anniversary during 1959, and HANA President Ray Lefman was - at the 
same time - CSNS Vice-President and Convention Chairman.

Tanglewood Grocery! 


Your Editor is not sure if this little grocer is still there or not or was wiped out by the Giant Eagle 
Grocery chain in Alaska or by the golf course and there are records to show the golf course is now on 
the former grocery store site? | could not find anything beyond 1971 for this business on this wood. 


She was able to find information on Betty Harriett (Nelson) Coulter who has a connection to this 
grocery. Long time North Kenai and Kenai resident Betty (born in 1931) passed away in 2009, but 
not after leading a full life. Betty was the daughter of Harry W. and Nannie V. (Flowers) Nelson in ii 
Williston, N.D. She was the seventh child of the homesteading family (3 of her brothers pre-deceased | 
her, Walter, Francis and James). In 1951 Betty met and married Gene Coulter. After nine years of 
Air Force service in Oregon, California, the Philippines and Massachusetts, the family moved to} 
Elmendorf Air Force Base in 1959. Harry retired in 1962. In June 1965 Betty and her family moved 
to a homestead above Boulder Point, north of Kenai. 





She went to work for Galen Gray at the old Tanglewood Grocery Store & Chevron Filling Station (next door to the Graeagle 
Mill) in May 1966. 


Running a newspaper in a small community has its challenges — including the maintenance of the profit margin. 
When the central Kenai Peninsula’s first regular newspaper, the Cheechako News, found itself drowning in red ink 
in 1969, publisher Loren Stewart took action by trying to brighten a dire situation with a little levity. 


“Thanks to our many advertisers and good friends who responded so promptly with payments on their accounts, 
we have managed to keep in beans. We especially thank Galen Gray of Tanglewood Supply in North Kenai, who not 
only sent a check for the entire amount of his January account (for which he had not yet been billed), but also for 
the basket of beans, ham hocks and the onions which accompanied the check. 





The Cheechako News has arranged for short-term financing to take care of its immediate tax problems, but still 
needs to collect those outstanding accounts to assure that the business will remain on a stable basis.” 


Former Nikiski homesteader Galen Edward Gray died suddenly Tuesday, Sept. 11, 2001. He was 83. He was born 
Oct. 26, 1917, in Parnell, Mo. He was a World War II veteran with the Army Corps of Engineers, building bridges in 
India. After he left the service, he worked in Alaska for the Alaska Railroad building bridges between Anchorage and 
Fairbanks. Galen married Charlotte Ann Rahl in November 1947. They became homesteaders in Nikiski in 1948. 
As he continued to work in construction, he opened Tanglewood Supply Co. in Nikiski, originally out of his home. In 
the next 15 years, it eventually grew to a separate location and a full-time job for the entire family. The Grays left 
Alaska in 1971 and lived in Abilene, Texas, and Cascade, Mont. His wife died in 1983. After her death, Galen 
returned to Alaska and worked as a route driver for the Anchorage Daily News. Galen moved to Vashon Island, 
Wash., to live with his daughter Karma Van Gelder and his grandson lan Van Gelder in 1995. He lived there at the 
time of his death. Galen was preceded in death by his wife, Charlotte. He is survived by his sons Gary E. Gray of 
Vashon Island and Arle R. Gray of Anchorage; daughters Maryam House of Anchorage, Karma Van Gelder of 
Vashon Island, Sabia A. Nichols and her husband, Kenneth, of Belfair, Wash., Tawna G. Van Allen of Abilene, Texas, 
and Tami Gray of Houston, Texas; grandchildren Harry F. House Ill, Christa D. House, Jory L. Pai, Savita S. Gilbert, 
Jaison S. Pai, lan F. Van Gelder, Galen Van Allen, Keysia Van Allen, Jerica Van Allen, Natasha Rogers and Jaiven 
House; and great-grandchild Avery M. Gilbert. 
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Next Betty then worked for Harry and Rosella Drew in November 1966 and for Burton 
Carver as a school bus driver in 1967. She worked all three of these jobs to provide 
for her family. "Betty had many other jobs in the local area including M & M Bi-LO, 
Nikiski Post Office and the Light House Inn. In 1973, she became the first woman 
expediter for Universal Services. In 1976, she transferred to their Anchorage office 
and later to the Prudhoe Base Camp as a maid," her family said. "In 1981 Betty went 
to work for the Alaska USA Federal Credit Union as a teller where she retired in 1985 
so the she could bring her handicapped son, Paul S, Coulter (who pre-deceased her) 
back to the Kenai area. In 1996 Betty and Paul bought a home together in Kenai so 
they could live out their lives at home together. This brought great comfort and 
companionship for both of them." 


Betty left behind her daughter Diane J. Mansfield, granddaughter Christine Mansfield 
(all in Massachusetts), and her sisters Thelma M. Boyce (New Mexico), Evenlyn E. 
Zwanziger (lowa), Rachel Farmer (lowa) and Jo A. Hunemuller (lowa). She is survived 
by numerous nieces and nephews in Eagle River and other parts of Alaska. 


Since both Betty and Galen have passed, | guess we won’t learn the story behind 
these woods—but what interesting nomadic lives they both led!

Foods makes 1/3 of all the frozen French Fries produced in the world, and many come from a 
$65-million state-of-the-art potato processing plant that’s in Florenceville-Bristol. The small town 
in Western N.B. has taken on the moniker ‘The French Fry Capital of the World’. Not surprisingly, 
this is the location of the Potato World Museum, and the heart of the mid-July National French Fry |

There are 4 McCormick woods listed in the CAWMC catalogue but your Editor could not match any up to this 1980s circa 
38mm Larry McCormick issued wood (pictured below right). 


McCormick’s Texaco & Country Store & Garden Centre (McCormick’s 
Country Store Ltd. owned by Lindsay Noyes since 2003) is located at 2561 
County Road 4, Camden East, Ontario KOK 1JO. It is now Esso since Texaco 
stations were acquired in 1989. 


During the summer (or while weather is seasonal), the business is on 
extended hours open Monday - Thursday 5:30 a.m. to 9 p.m., Fridays 5:30 
a.m. to 10 p .m., Saturdays 6 a.m. to 10 p.m., and Sundays 7 a.m. to 9 p.m. 
In October 2013, the owner updated the description to a full-service Esso 
Diesel, Gas, Propane (20 lb. Tanks) station. Springtime Garden Centre 
including Annuals, Perennials, Hanging baskets, Vegetables, Seeds, Seed 
Potatoes and Onion sets. The general groceries include produce, deli meats, 
ice cream cones, Slushies, canned goods, dairy, etc. The business also has 
movie rentals, magazines, Lotto tickets, fireworks, tobacco products, etc. As | 
well, there is clothing, boots, gloves, socks and workwear. Local and fresh | 
produce in season (sweet corn, tomatoes, peaches, plum, 15 varieties of 
apples, pumpkins, squash, and ornamental corn. Christmas trees are also 
sold in season. Also available from this business is Square Boy Pizza, 
Lasagna & Subs, and Country Style Coffee. 


This business success, respect, and longevity originated with Larry 
McCormick whose heart was as big as the community he loved, protected, 
respected and served. “Rural and small town Canada is my love,” he told the 
Whig when he was a sitting member of Parliament. Larry was born in 1940 in 
Enterprise Ontairo. In 2011, Larry passed away in his 724 year. Aj 
celebration of his life was packed, barely even any standing room was 
available as hundreds came to honour the former Liberal MP. The overflow gag 
crowd filled the parish hall as people came to pay tribute to the “eternal 
optimist” whom they knew as “everybody’s friend”, and to watch the service 
live on video feed from the ‘packed to the rafters’ church. 


“Larry would go through the county and bring back bins of everyone’s 
favourite apples,” long-time friend Caroline McMillan said in her eulogy, ii 
speaking of McCormick’s life and antics back when he owned the town’s ff 

general store and gas station. “No one ever bough gas that didn’t leave 
without at least one free apple and then he’d slip in another one and say “Try 
this kind, you'll like it.” Larry’s gas-pumping and apple-collecting days began 
after he married his best friend, Reta Pauls, in 1969. The couple bought 
back the store, originally built by McCormick’s parents (who had sold it 
several years earlier) and ran it for 23 years. The store soon became the 
main hub of activity in the village and, besides being famous for its multiple 
varieties of fresh local apples, it also became a noted garden centre. “Larry 
was out front pumping gas, shaking hands, and giving away produce. On}. 
Mother's Day, every woman who pulled into the store would leave with a § 
carnation or maybe two,” McMillan said.

The crowd frequently burst into laughter at references to McCormick’s passionate hobby for 
“prospecting”. He had part partnership in a metal detection business and went on frequent 
sojourns with his brother-in-law, Jim Pauls, “treasure hunting” for metal objects. An old metal oven 
door from an old wood stove was his favourite ‘find’. “If anyone lost a key or needed to know where 
to open their septic tank for pumping, they went to Larry for a metal detector,” McMillan said, 
describing his generosity and concern for his neighbours. She said he took his last “treasure hunt” 
with a group of close friends in the fall (2010). 


Larry also pastured donkeys in a field down by the river. One year, he dressed up as an 
old-fashioned prospector in full gear and costume and led his fully packed mule through both the 
Camden East and the Yarker parades. “You can’t be a prospector if you don’t have a pack mule,” he 
said at the time, with his trademark folksy wisdom. 





With the help of friends, the McCormicks stared to decorate Christmas trees around their home and all the way down to the 
river waterfront lot. Like most things Larry did for his community, the tree decorating efforts grew so big, eventually there 
were more than 75 decorated trees lit with spotlights. He’s arrange for hay rides and sleigh rides during the winter holidays 
so townsfolk could have some hot chocolate and goodies and tour the light show. Soon, bus tours started coming by to see 
the festive countryside. As the years went by, Larry and Reta began a holiday tradition where they’d set up a nativity scene 
next to the church. Close to Christmas, most of the village would turn out one special night to sing carols by the river. Reta 
spoke fondly and with great pleasure of her husband’s dedication to the holiday traditions they began in 1985. “We do it and 
| know he’ll keep doing it as best as he can because it brings him so much joy to see the joy in the faces of others,” she said 
then. Larry and Reta were married 42 years until his passing. 


Over the years, the lot behind Larry’s store became a frequent fundraising site for garage and yard sales for causes such as 
“our little school” as he referred to the local school in Camden East. When Larry put on his spectacular summer fireworks 
displays, people would come from miles around and cars would line the village streets. Larry also held a barbecue each year 
with pony rides, clowns and country music where he served hotdogs, hamburgers and ice-cream (which he hand-dipped him- 
self). 


Prior to storekeeping and polities, Larry had several careers including real estate and selling motivational books and tapes. 
One job was driving a truck carrying cement blocks for building foundations. Today, many of the buildings around the 
countryside have foundations made from cement blocks that Larry delivered. He never forgot where they were located. He 
loved to point them out and proudly say, “I delivered those blocks.” Always fascinated with big trucks, Larry would often drive 
to the Flying J Restaurant & Truck Stop in Napanee and circle around to check out where all the big rigs had originated. 


McCormick became a Toastmaster and encouraged just about everyone he knew to become one, including his wife. Soon 
She, too, became an accomplished speaker. “All politicians should be toastmasters,” McCormick was known to say, “because 
they are the masters of uums and ahhs.” 


The couple sold the store in 1993 when McCormick first ran on the Liberal ticket. He won, becoming the first Grit to take 
that seat from the Tories in 120 years and stayed until 2004. After his election, Larry joked about spending the first two 
years, “looking around, finding out where the washrooms are. Then you start to say, ‘where are we going to specialize?’” 
McCormick was Parliamentary Secretary to the Minister of Agriculture and Agri-Food. But despite all his accomplishments, 
Larry’s true pride was his family, especially his daughter Kayla McCormick-Fearon born in December 1980. When she was 
younger, he would refer to her as “my daughter 12, going on 18” and he knew very well she was “daddy’s girl,” 


McMillan said. Larry was described by many, as a man who ‘always brought joy’, even to the longest meeting!

This is one of those 
fun projects in which the possibilities are endless! Transferring images onto little 
round discs. | had planned on simply making some custom wooden nickels from 


with nice smooth surfaces. You can also customize Scrabble tiles and all kinds of Pf‘ 
other objects for cool and unique tokens, pendants, keychains, and more, yeah - 
even fabric! 


In vintage style, | designed my wooden nickels in black and white. You can also go 
full colour! Besides the wooden discs, chips, or other pieces you'll be transferring to, fm 


found in most art supply stores or online; and 2. Laser-jet prints or photocopies 
(must be powder ink, not wet ink). 


| had to drive to the copy store for my copies as | only have an ink-jet printer. Be | 
sure to flop your image! (mirror image of your artwork) 


When creating my designs, | added a faint circle border the same size as the discs | 
would be transferring to for a positioning guide. 


| purchased 1-1/2 inch wooden circle discs at the craft store, and the same size 
poker chips at the thrift store. 


| had photocopies made of my own designs and cut them apart. 


| added a top center mark on each for 2-sided positioning so that art 
lined up somewhat front to back. 


Line up the disc to the positioning circle and tape to the paper in a cou- 
ple of places. This helps keep the art from shifting when transferring. 


Turn the disk and paper over and with the blender pen, simply stroke 
across the back of the paper. Once is usually enough, too much and 
you can turn your image to mush. 


Remove the paper and repeat the steps for the other side, lining up the 
top center (or bottom, whichever you prefer). Again, stroke over the 
paper with the marker. 


For another fun effect, you can stack up some of your discs or poker B 
chips and stripe the sides. >
